But for adventurer William Verity, his 65-day crossing of the 
Atlantic satisfied him that a legendary Irish monk by the name 
of “Brendan the Bold” could have beaten both Columbus and 
Leif Ericsson to the New World. 

The red-haired Fort Laudervale, Fla., boat-builder sailed 
into this small fishing port Tuesday in his specially-rigged sloop 
“Nonoalea” at the end of his Florida to Ireland voyage. The 12- 
foot sailboat was the smallest vessel on record to cross the At- 
lantic, 

Verity, who plans to spend 10 days here resting up from his 
trip, said he made the voyage to prove that early Europeans— 
including Irish monks—could have crossed the Atlantic in small 
boats to discover America before Columbus or the Norwegians. 

The 5-foot 64-inch sailor said he completed his lonely trip 
without much incident. His feat topped the feat of Cleveland, 
Ohio, newsman Robert Manry, who crossed the ocean last year 
in a 13%-foot sailboat, the Tinkerbelle

“There is a possibility,’” the 
campaign letter runs, ‘‘that 
the rear axle lower control 
arm front bracket has been 
improperly welded in produc- 
tion .. . Failure of the welds 
will allow the control arm 
bracket to break away from 
the rear frame extension and 
permit the front end of the 
control arm to break away 
and rele: the rear spring.” 

We go on to review 
the lying dipstick that indi- 
cated an oil supply where 
there wasn’t any, and the 
chitch pressure plate that 
failed, and the frolic some en- 
gine that insisted on revving 
up on sharp right turns, or 
the steéring that proved er- 
ratic beyond a ‘certain high- 
way speed. 

However, it’s enough to know 
that, due to the frantic haste 
to get new models on the road, 
a number of potentially dang- 
erous cars do go out to buy- 
ers each \year. 

I hope we'll go on bearing 
down on the tosspot driver.

Rescuers Chip Through to Trapped Miners 


AMBROSIA | LAKE, . N,M. 
(UPT) Three Indian 
Miners, trapped 100 feet below 
ground in a uranium mine for 
16 hours, were brought out 
unharmed in a dramatic reés- 
cue today.

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The three Navajos squinted 
in the early morning sunlight 
as they emerged from the 
shaft of the- Rimrock mine.

rescuers and then got in their 
ears and’ went home to bed. 

The trio — Jerry Yazzi, 29 
Charlie Martinez, 34; and 
Scotty Hudson, 27'— were 
caught in a cubicle four by 
eight feet Tuesday afternoon 
when the ceiling of a mine 
tunnel collapsed: 

There were air holes. into 
the. chamber and the men 
received food-and sweaters, to 
keep themselves warm, from 
the other side of the barrier 
during the rescue operation. 

Martinez, in broken English, 


Yazzi said he would go home 
to sleep, then go back to 
work. 

The rescuers had chipped 
away all night at eight feet of 
limestone to reach the 
trapped men. They could talk 
to the’ men all through the 
rescue. But they had to go 
very slowly because of the
